mand that Sinclair be excused from 
testifying further. Adjournment was 
taken until tomorrow, when a deci- 
sion will be made. 


A majority of^ members of the 


committee indicated strongly that 
they would vote to compel Sinclair 
to submit to examination. . 


lldttleton presented a lengthy legal 


argument to the committee that it 
did not have the power under the 
constitution to compel his client to 
-testify. 


The committee, as a whole, did not 


seem impressed by Littleton's argu- 
ment, but upon the request of Sen- . 
ators Spencer and Bursum, republi- j 
cans let the matter go over ontil to-1 
morrow. Spencer and Bursum said ' 
they wnated more time to consider 
the question. 


Senators Walsh, Dill, Adams, Ken- 


drick and 
Chairman Ladd pnx 


nounced themselves unqualifiedly in 
favor of forcing Sinclair to submit 
to examination.

For a long time this episode was 


unexplained because the man who 
sent the cable from London actu- 
ally read a copy of the letter of re- 
signation written* by Mr. Page and 
knew of an exchange of cables be- 
tween the President and Ambassa- 
dor Page relative to the letter. 


But Mr. Wilson did not accept the 


resignation—hence to his mind it 
was just as if Mr. Page had not of- 
fered to relinquish the post And 
the president saw no reason at that 
time to disturb the delicate situation 
which existed by revealing the fric- 
tion he was having with the embassy 
at London. It is a fact, however, 
that Mr. Wilson did for a time con- 
sider accepting the resignation and

Investigators of the murder of beau- 
tiful Zoe Wilkins today obtained ev- 
idence which solved many previous 
ly unexplained 
incidents connected 


with the mysterious slaying. 


A woman whose name has not yet 


been revealed 
who was with Dr. 


Wilkins until 9:30 p. m.- Saturday, 
has been found. She said when she 
left Dr. Wilkins' home, Dlllard Da- 
vis, a negro janitor was in the house. 
Dr. WUkins appeared greatly agitat- 
ed, the new witness said. 


"Davis told Dr. Wilkins to get me 


out of the house," the woman said. 


"He called her into the kitchen 


and I overheard him say, 'Get that 
woman out of here. I can't wait any 
longer.' 
"Pr. Wilkins asked me to leave 


but wanted me to telephone 
her 


when I reached home. I called her 
several times but was informed that 
someone had apparently left the re- 
ceiver off the hook. 1 tried to get her 
several times Sunday and finally 
went to the house in an automobile 
with a male companion Sunday- night 
tc keep an engagement-with Dr. Wil- 
kins. I found all lights out- and the 
door locked and left." 


The knife with which the womanls 


throat was cut? was identified as be- 
longing to Davis by two witnesses, 
altho he denied its ownership. 


Dr. Holly 
G. Haworth, another 


new witness, told a story which sub- 
stantiated that of 
the - unnamed 


woman. He said he had been with 
Dr. Wilkins Saturday atternoon dis- 
cussing starting the new sanitorium, 
and before leaving about 8:30 p. m. 
met the woman, who, authorities be^ 
lieve, was the last person with Dr. 
Wilkins before shewas^ killed. 


"The woman and 1 were to return 


Sunday night and discuss final deals 
in connection with the sanitorium," 
Dr. Haworth said. 


"I arrived Sunday night and as the 


doors were locked, walked up and 
down the sidewalk. An automobile 
stopped; the woman whom 1 had met 
ihe night before, tried the door and 
finding it was locked letf immedi- 
ately. 
"As I started to leave, I heard a 


crash of glass in the rear ot 
Dr. 


Wilkins' home. I walked around the 
house and met a peddler. Another 
man 
slouched 
out 
of the dark 


shadows in the rear of the house and 
tried to hide his face as he passed 
us. I thought things were suspicious 


/• and called police from a corner drug 


store. 
When the officers arrived I 


told them what I had noticed. They 
overtook the man who had left the 
rear of the house after the crash of, 
glass He said 'I am a. janitor in the 
neighborhood 
and 
just 
looking 


around 
to see 
if anything 
vras 


wrong-' Police let 
him go without 


taking his name." 
Authorities now believe the 
offi- 


cers allowed the murderer to slip 
thru their grasp by letting this man 
go.No trace has yet been found of 
large sums of money Dr. Wilkins was 
i eported to have obtained .from the 
six wealthy husbands from whom 
she had separated during her career. 
The impression of investigators now 
is that she had dissipated the .-for- 
tune she is known to once have had 
and that finances did not figure as a 
motive for the slaving. 
Physicians have determined that 


she was assaulted before being mur- 
dered.

SARCASTIC public official said of a less 
able colleague that the latter was suffering 
from "loss of parity, because he has the body 


of Webster and the mind of a pygmy." 


We wonder that insipid and valueless utterances 


can come from a rugged, handsome, upstanding and 
apparently perfect physical being. It does seem as 
if there is sometimes a lack of parity between brain 
and body. 


As the word parity is used in the anecdote, it 


refers, of course, to the close resemblance in outer 
DR. COrELAXD 


qualities and form of an inferior man to one of intellectual greatness. 
But loss of parity is not confined to the difference between individ- 
uals. 
Too often there is lack of" 


parity between the powers and capa- 
bilities of one organ or one part of 
the body and other organs or other 
parts of the body. 
One good organ, like the heart, 
should be on a par with the kidneys 
and liver. It is not enough to have 
powerful lungs. It is just as essen- 
tial to have a normal stomach and 
good eyes. 
Some occupations are capable of 
developing certain groups of mus- 
cles, perhaps to the detriment of 
other muscles. This makes an un- 
gainly and abnormal body. Lack of 
symmetry is undesirable, not only 
because of its detrimental effects 
upon physical beauty, but also be- 
cause it indicates a lack of the full- 
est measure of health. There tcan 
be no expectation of #ontinual good 
health unless all the organs share 
in the well-being. 
I am talking about these matters 
because almost everybody gets un- 
duly interested in one particular 
organ. 
For instance, one of the 
frequently expressed fears is that

Judge Holds Normal Board Could 


Not Delegate Powre Bat It 


Later Legally Bemoved

Judge John B. Raper of the district 


court of Nemsiha county has fiven 
a decision holding that the removal 
of J. Lawrence Bason as Instructor 
in the Perry State normal school by 
T. J. Majors, president of the ooard, 
was ineffective but that Eason was 
later legally remored from hte posi- 
tion when five members of the »tate 
normal board by an affirmative vote 
ordered his removal. Majors acted 
upon delegated authority 
of the 


board meeting held July 23. The 
board acted at a meeting OctoberA 8 
when five members of the board 
voted 
to remove Eason from the 


head of the department of English. 


The judge holds that Eason was 


legally entitled to bold his position 
from the "beginning of the school 
year, September 10, 1923, to October 
8,1923, but not after this latter date. 
He holds that the new appointee B. 
C. Beck held the position legally af- 
ter October 8. 
The decree also says the board 


was not estopped 
from 
removing 


Eason because of alleged promises 
by members 
of the board that if 


Beck would testify before a commit- 
tee of the board in regard 40 the con- 
duct of the head of the institution 
he would not be dismissed. 


The costs are taxed to the normal 


board. The plaintiff and defendant 
both excepts to Judge Raper's find- 
ings. Nothing is said in the decision 
in regard to payment of Eason's sal- 
ary from July 27, the date when he 
•was dismissed by Majors, to Octo- 
ber 8. The board has paid the salary 
to Beck, the new appointee, and may 
now have no available funds to pay 
Eason. The salary is $280 a month. 
The costs in the suit are compara- 
tively small.

Fan-Belt Tension. 


While it has always been neces- 


sary to keep the fan-belt 
tight 


enough to insure positive operation 
of the radiator fan, in order to avoid 
overheating of the circulating water, 
now that the generator and fan are 
combined as a single unit, on so 
many recently designed cars, added 
i esponsibility has been placed upon 
the fan-belt and it is even more im- 
portant than formerly that it be kept 
m order. When a belt-driven gene- 
<ator fails to deliver charging cur- 
rent at as low a speed as it should 
or its amperage falls below the re- 
quired value, this may be due to its 
driving belt being too close to give 
it the necessary speed of rotation. 
Usually the belt is tightened by 
altering the position of thefgenera- 
tor-fan unit—some kind of an adjust- 
able stud, with a clamping device, 
being provided. A V belt is gener- 
ally used on these fan-generator 
drives and belt of this type do not 
need to be kept as tight as flat belts, I 
because the V cross-section secures 
superior driving contact. No tight- 
ening need usually be done unless 
there is unmistakable evidence of 
excessive slipping and the tension 
should never be increased more 
than sufficiently to secure positive 
driving effect, for undue tightness 
subjects the bearing of the genera- 
tor-fan unit to needless wear. A 
dressing of neatsfoot oil on a leather 
belt will sometimes obviate 
the 


necessity of tightening it.

Answer: The most "obvious theory 


is that the manifold of this engine 
becomes "loaded" with liquid fuel, 
while the car is coasting with the 
throttle in the idling position, and 
that, upon opening the throttle, the 
mixture is so excessively overrich 
that it will not fire regularly, but 
that running the engine fast, on sec- 
ond gear, finally clears the manifold 
of liquid and a normal mixture Is 
re-established. The usual causes of 
this trouble are the following: The 
use of very low grade gasoline. Lack 
of sufficient means of heating the 
engine's intake system and thus 
keeping fuel in a vaporized condi- 
tion. Lack of sufficient atomizing 
Affect at the carburetor. Too rich 
idling adjustment. Probably, the in- 
stallation of means for more fully 
heating the intakf passages and the 
adoption of a more modem carbure- 
tor would eliminate your present 
trouble and quite likely the use of

Had the railroad not gone to Mena 


it would have remained about as it 
was in 1896. The proof of this is 
lound in the fact that other strug- 
gling places elsewhere, and which 
are without railroad facilities, have 
irrthe last twenty-seven years either 
retrograded or stood still. 


"We do not know anything about 


Mena's inhabitants, 
but we will 


wager that among them are to be 
found people who look with hatred 
on. j.he railroad that has made the 
place -what it is. Doubtless it is a 
common thing to hear Menaites who 
have made money thru its growth, 
thanks' a the railroad, berate 
the 


rail system that has benefited them 
and their neighbors. 


We say that it is probable that 


such people can be found in Mena 
because it is no trick at all to find 
plenty of them in every place blessed 
by railroad 
facilities. 
But, fo- the 


railroads of the country it v.-nuld be 
filled with decaying and backward 
places similar in character to the 
Mena of twenty-seven years ago. Our 
cities have been made 1o a very 
large extent by our railroads.

BEFORE JTJHE CONVENTIONS. 


Administration Leaders at Work 


to Fulfill His Wishes—Long- 


worth Makes Threat to 


Home. 


BEAUTY IRONS OUT JAIL TOGS 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—Ad- 


ministration leaders In congress be- 
sau a concerted drive today to force 
an adjournment before the conven- 
tions in Juiie. Spurred by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who opposes permit- 
ting congress to become a political 
lorum during the comiLg campaign 
leaders In both houses are working 
out a program which will avoid the 
necessity of a summer session. 


As the opening wedge in the early 


adjournment 
movement, Majority 


Leader Longworth in the house an- 
nounced that if legislation was de- 
layed enough to prevent an adjourn- 
ment in early June he would insist 
that the house continue in session 
during the conventions. 


"I'm opposed to this months re- 


cess idea," said Longworth. "That 
just means members will come back 
in July to play politics." 


President Coolidge will have the 


house steering committee at dinner 
at the white house tonight to confer 
on early adjournment plans. He was 
told leaders were confident 
the 


house could complete all necessary 
legislation by the first week in June. 


The house steering committee has 


prepared a carefully worked out pro- 
gram to insure early completion of 
its work. First will be taken up the 
so-called "controversial bills"— the 
army and independent offices appro- 
priation bill—which will be sent oon 
to the senate as soon as possible. 
Thereafter immigration, the remain- 
ing appropriation bills, farm relief 
and incidental legislation. The $10,- 
000,000 German relief measure will 
come up under a special rule next 
Monday.

'•ounty treasury examiner sent out 
by the state had discovered a dis- 
crepancy ,of $230 in the accounts of 
Will D. Miller, county treasurer, the 
leslgnation of Miller was demanded 
and given. U. L. Sylvester of Sur- 
prise lias been named in his stead. 


Mr. Miller has lived most of his 


life in the county, being an adopted 
son of Matt Miller, for years one of 
the leading attorneys of the state. 
He was a New York waif, adopted 
when very young. H. E. Crandall of 
Lexington was the examiner who un- 
covered the discrepancy now alleged 
to have occurred during Miller's 
term as deputy county treasurer. 
Previous examinations had disclosed 
the accounts to be correct, but A 
smudge made in erasing figures on 
a tax receipt duplicate issued by 
Miller in February, 1922, to a firm 
in Ulysses led-him to investigate. 


Mr. Crandall reported that on com- 


paring this with the original receipt 
in the hands of the Ulysses firm he 
found the duplicate called for ?10 
less than had actually been paid to 
Miller. In all he found twenty-three 
such discrepancies, making a total 
of 
$230. Arrangement has 
been 


made to repay the money. 


A firm of Lincoln accountants has 


been employed to go over the books 


. for the last ten years, the limit of all 


bonds given by treasurers. 
It has 


four men now at work. The county 
bad made four examinations, the 
state two and the bonding company 
one, 
and had always found Miller's 


books and records to balance.

It is entirely a 
matter of choice whether the owners 
desire the smooth or troweled finish, 
or :t ban-float, spatter-dash, stippled, 
sponge or pebble-dash' finish. Rough 
le\tural treatments lequire less ef- 
fort on the part of the mechanic and 
can usually be obtained at a cost con- 
siderably lower than that of the less 
attractive smooth surfaces which for- 
merly were considered characteristic 
of stucco. 


Stucco may be successfully applied 


over metal lath, terrac-cotta tile, ce- 
ment block or cohcrete block. In con- 
sidering stucco as a construction ma- 
terial, no specitl consideration need 
be given to the finish of the mason- 
ry that forms the base.

That such 
a bureau marks the connecting link 
in making jjot congress, 
but the 


president the general manager of 
the federal government and as such 
not only the political, but the re- 
sponsible financial head of the na- 
tion. 
That the white house was not built 


by the United States at all, but by 
the states of Virginia and Maryland. 
That the executive department, in- 
cluding the salary of the president, 
cost just one cent out of every hun- 
dred dollars raised last year. 


That the legislative department, 


including the total expenses of all 
senators and congressmen, spent 
last year less than was given the 
veteran's bureau every eleven days. 


That the department of labor with 


a cabinet member in charge and em- 
ploying 3,200 people, is spending for 
each year less than the government 
is paying for interest on the public 
debt every twelve houis. 


Armes Costs are in the Lead. 
That the department of state, with 


a world-wide organization, 
having 


410 offices in 57 countries, spent for 
last year just forty-six cents out of 
every $-1,700 collected. 


That the department of commerce 


employing 11,000 men, spent only 72 
cents out of every $100 of federal 
revenue. 


That the department of justice, em- 


ploying about 3,400 people, while 
subject to some criticism for spend- 
ing too much, took for the year less 
than the United States navy received 
every eighteen days. 


That the postoffice 
department, 


the greatest and cheapest public util- 
ity in the world, employing 285,000 
people, cost the federal treasury less 
tor the year than the United States _ 
war department received for every i 
month'of the year. 


That the department of agriculture 


with its 20,000 employes, exclusive 
of good roads, spen* about one and a 
half cents out of every federal dol- 
lar" appropriated less than the navy 
department every sixty days. 


That the department of the inter- 


ior, if we include pensions and In- 
dian affairs, is one of the large 
spending bureaus, and took about 9 
cents out of every $1. But war pen- 
sions took about 7 cents out of the 
9 cents. 


That war pensions for 1923 were 


greater than in any year in our his- 
tory in spite of the fact that the Civfl 
war veterans are dying at the rate 


9 01 per cent, war 10 02 per cent; j 
Veterans' Bureau 12.49 per cent; 
Public Debt charges 39.45; total war 
expenses 76.76 per ceiit. This does 
not include some national expenses 
which have arisen out of war. 


These then are the facts in the 


situation. 
We complain of the ex- ] 


penses of good roads. 
I think the i 


amount, now crawling up to nearly j 
$100,000,000 
a year, is large. 
But J 


relatively it is small—Only 2 15 per 
cent of the total expenses for last ! 
year. 
1 think refunds of taxes are 


too large, running up o\er $150,000,- 
000 in 1923, but relatively to the 
total expenses this amount is small, 
only 4.17 per cent. 


We have come to the end of our 


study. The facts assembled here are 
from the official records of the gov- 
ernment. They tell a real story.

income last year larger than that of 
all Europe combined, was not able 
to carry ou in the last war without 
feeling the awful suffering in the 
period succeeding the war. Witness 
the wholesale bankruptcies of entire 
states in the west. Witness the exo- 
dus ot over one million farmers, fin- 
ancially wrecked and discouraged, 
moving from the farms into the in- 
dustrial hoppers of the great cities 
to compete 
wi h men there who 


themselves were looking for work. 


Look at the wreck of Europe. She 


was not so rich when the last war 
started as we were nor was she so 
favored by nature. 


The destructive forces of the world 


and their champions are ruling an- 
kind today. They are demanding 
and continue to demand more armies 
and more navies in every country. 
Our country is no exception. 


The constructive forces of peace 


and plenty can scarcely be heard 
above the din and noise of war and 
preparation 
for more war. 
If the 


tax-payers of America want to re- 
duce ta.xes, either 
now or in the 


future, 
the only hope lies in/ the 


abolition of this whole war business 
and a determination at all costs of a 
will to peace.

How Coolidge Plays Politics. 
Philadelphia Inquirer: The accu- 


sation that the president "was "play- 
ing politics" when he asked con- 
gress to pass at once a resolution 
to reduce by one-quarter ihe in- 
come taxes of 1923 simply means, 
that he blocked the kind of politics 
his accuser were playing. Too many 
members of congress, even of his 
own party, have tried to dodge the 
real isssue presented by the Mellon 
bill. Professing a tender regard for 
the taxpayer, they have balked at 
the only way to lighten his burden. 
Now comes the president and puts 
the question to them squarely. Do 
you propose to reduce taxes or don't 
you? The answer must be either 
yes or no. The passage of a resolu- 
tion would settle the matter. 


Such in effect is what the presi- 


dent asks. And all that congress 
can say is to talk about "the parlia- 
mentary situation." The setate can- 
not act because revenue measures 
must originate in the bouse. The 
house cannot act because it won't. 
If 
the president's request 
were 
granted and the taxpayer got that 
measure of relief, who can tell what 
he might do with an amorphous bill 
like the present "compromise." if by 
chance efforts in the senate to 
amend it substantially prove futile? 
In the enlightened view of his critics 
it is not playing politics to en- 
deavor to avert a possible veto in 
this roundabout fashion. 


The taxpayer is not likely to be 


impressed by fine-spun distinctions 
of this sort. What he does under- 
stand is that the president-asked 
congress to give him bread and that 
it prefers to give him a stone. 


Well, if the president,is playing 


politics he is playing a pretty good 
kind of politics. He has punctured 
a lot of humbug and pretence arid 
made the issue so clear that th« 
dullest cannot mistake it. And tu- 
bas, as bis predecessor? have had.

No. You will tin' 
that every second or two your attention shifts. It is not possible 10 
attend indefinitely to a simple, unchanging object. 
You are probab'v 


familiar with the many "optical illusions" or figures which can be se»ri 
in different ways according to the pardon which one fixates. There is tb° 
"staircase figure"—which sometimes appears to be a hanging stall ca?e 
and- again an upright one, according to the lines upon which we attend 
We cannot-hold either indefinitely—our attention shifts. Perhaps th» 
figure of a group of cubes is more familiar—how many cubes are tber-3?* 
The answer depends upon what points or lines of the figure receive you; 
attention. These are illustrations of the law, "attention fluctuates." 


Suppose I had ten cards with one to ten dots respectively on each 


Suppose I was to expose each card separately ten times in random order 
each exposure would be for one second end I would ask you to tell tn° 
each time how many dots you saw. I would not tell you beforehand fb?* 
fbey had between one and ten, so that you would not know how many to 
expect.

This warning to water works offi- 


cials has been issued by Secretary 
Case of the, state department of 
public welfare: 


"Waterworks officials should be on 


their guard durirg the spring months 
against the danger of contamination 
of water-supplies 


"Flood^ conditions from 
spring 


rains and melting snow may result 
in 
the 
contamination 
ot 
wells, 


springs and reservoirs. 
Filth from 


animal enclosures, privy vaults and 
cesspools is present in much of the 
moving surface water at this time of 
the year and may result in contam- 
ination of the water supply if pro- 
tection is inadequate. 
Also altered 


hydrostatic condition of the ground 
water may result in the contamina- 
tion of wells by other than surface 
routes.

work officials make every effort to 
minimize the danger and prevent 
the contamination of their supplies.

Blow-Guns. 


Adventure Magazine: What a lot 


of misapprehension there is about 
blow-guns: 
People looking at my 


specimens frequently remark— 


"My, 
Ijuever knew they were that 
long!" 


And they add that they have read 


a tale somewhere which gave them 
the impression that blow-guns were 
little tubes as big as pea-shooters 
which could be concealed about the 
person and thru which one shot 
thorns. 


Pea-shooters, yes. 
But giants of 


the tribe, ten feet long and weighing 


i more than a modern rifle. 
. Blow-guns are very widely distrib- 
uted, and there is very little variety 
in the pattern—which is no proof at 


j all of ancient intercontinental com- 
• muication. Rather of the simple fact 
I that Intelligences in a similar state 
I of evolution, faced with similar con- 
i ditions, will develop similar ideas. 
j 
Perhaps the most elaborate form 


of blow-gun is thaf made by the In- 
dians of the Amazonas and Guianas. 


j This is quite a weapon. It consists of 
j an inner tube fashioned fro ma cer- 
I tain palm which grows very thin and 
straight. The pithy center and the 
knots are knocked out with a hard- 
wood stick, and the bore, about one- 
half inch in diameter, is ground to a 
mechine finish with a rough leaf 
which cuts like sandpaper. 


This barrel is then enclosed for 


protection in an outer casing made 
of two lengths of hardwood erooved 
down the center, glued together and 
bound with ornamental cane 
and 


bead work. 
A lip-piece of carved 


woode is carefully fitted, and sights 


J are added—actual 
front 
and rear 


i sights, the latt«r open, the lower- 
t jaw and canine teeth of some small 
jungle cat—and the weapon is tnen 
a completed zarabatan. a field piece 
of sonic eight to ten or twelve feet 
in length, according to the available 
leatgh of the original inner tube.
